Johnson called such power “dan- 
gerous’ and contrary to long-standing 
American neutrality policy. 

Leading the fight for the adminis- 
tration measure was Pittman, who con- 
tended the bill represented only well- 
intentioned efforts to keep American. 
trade with warring nations from boom- | 
ing to a point where protecting it) 
carried the threat of involving the 
United States in conflict.

Prospects of a “break” today in 
the extreme cold weather which struck 
Atlanta yesterday, forging the mer- 
cury down to five degrees, was fore- 
seen last night by at the Candler air- 
port weather bureau. 

Although the. cold was scheduled 
to continue last night and early this 
morning, weather bureau officials 
said today will be fair with rising 
temperatures. 

The expected temperature range iS 
between zero and 5 and 33 degrees, it 
'was said at the airport, and the sun 
will shine all day, followed by a few 
high clouds this afternoon. 

Observers said early this morning 
they looked for a possible low of be- 
tween zero and 5 degrees, following a 
sudden 4-degree drop between 11 
o'clock and 12 o’clock last night. 

An additional cheering note = 
that the melting of the eight-inch 
snow which blanketed the city Wed- 
nesday will continue under the rising 
temperatures and rays*of the sun. 

The de.cent of the mercury to five 
degrees was recorded at 7 o'clock yes- 
terday morning, after a steady, rapid 
falling from last midnight, was the 
lowest recorded at the Atlanta weather 
bureau in eight years,

Real Estate Men Express Alarm 
At City’s Intangibles Tax Attitude 


Benefits Intended Lost If Capital Flight Continues, Lead- 
ers Say; Officials’ Actions Termed “Not Honorable” ; 
Exodus Reports Termed “Bunk” by Assessors. 


Atlanta’s taxpayers are moving be- 
yond the city limits anu the movement 
will increase to dangerous proportions 
this year if the city does not exercise 
better judgment in its tax forays 
smong the intangibles, was the unani- 
mous opinion yesterday of several ot 
Atlanta’s outstanding realty dealers. 

“The real estate man should. bene- 
fit by the levying of taxes on intan- 
gibles,” said a partner in «ne of the 
city’s largest .agencies, “but the net 
results will be reverse of the benetits 
intended, if the city sticks to its policy 
of holding these taxes at ruinous lev- 


“I want to see an equitable tax on 
intangibles worked out. Any share 
of the tax burden that can be lifted 
off real estate will be helpful to me. 
But, under the existing plan, persons 
whose intangible taxes vould be help- 
ful, are being driven out of the city, | 
with their property, and nothing is| 
gained by nat. 

Real Properties Abandoned. 

“Another phase of this question is | 
that when large intangible holders | 
leave the city, in many instances they | 
abandon valuable real properties and | 
allow their sale at huge sacrifices. | 
This has a tendency to depress the | 


real estate market. In addition, it | 
makes real holdings less valuable 
“This reacts in all lines of business 


¢and affects them.

We not only lose 
the tax which we might get on in- 
tangibles, but we have the real prop- 
erties here actually depressed, their 
value impaired, and yet real properties 
must bear the additional tax burden 
to make up for what we lose in not 
taxing intangibles at a_ reasonable 
rate—on a classification basis. Num- 
bers of Atlanta’s finest homes already 
have been abandoned and eal on 
the markets at sacrifice prices. 
“The policy should be to keep the 
intangibles inside the city. ‘This can

President Roosevelt put congreds 
definitely, if indirectly, on notice that 
at least $500,000,000 in new taxes 
would be needed for the new farm 
program. His. notice coincided with 


_ the projection of plans by senate lead- 
_ers for action next week on the two- 


year soil-conservation subsidy bill to 
replace the AAA, and on huge ap- 
propriations to finance both that pro- 
gram and thé $2,249,000,000 soldier . 
bonus. 

The President made hie announce- 
ment at a press conference. At the » 
same time, another high administra- & 
tion authority let it be known con- 
sideration was being given taxes to 
raise another $230,000,000 annually 
to amortize the bonus through 1945, 
when the baby bonds mature. 

Inflationists Encouraged. 

House inflationists openly declared 
themselves encouraged by anti-tax bo- 
nus talk among democratic leaders. 

Just what form the new taxes would 
take, no one professed to know. The 
President himself said the details still 
were being studied. 

It was generally believed, however, 
that the farm taxes would be in the.

SUCCUMBS IN’ GREECE 


King George Leads Nation 
in Honoring Former Aid, 
Political Foe. 


ATHENS, Jan. 31.—(#)—Death 
cut short today General George Kon- 
dylis’ effort to prevent formation~ of 
a new government under the banner 
of his political enemies. 

The former “strong man” died of a 
heart attack, complicated by asthma 
from which he had long suffered. He 
was 55. 

King George, ruler of the restored 
Greek monarchy, led his nation in 


mourning the former’ regent, who 
played a leading part in the monarch’s 
recall and then split with him on po- 
litical issues. 

Kondylis is to be extended full mili- 
tary honors at his funeral Sunday in 


recognition of his record of having 


fought in more than 50 engagements 
since he entered the army 30 rears 
ago as a private. 

The militant royalist, under \;hose 
direction the bloodless coup of last 
October ended the republican govern- 
ment, had been active politically until 
the general elections last Sunday. 
Then he saw his party go down to 
defeat before the strong’ Venizelist 
group who gained control of a ma- 
jority of the parliamentary seats. 

Unconfirmed reports the former re- 
gent had been poisoned by his polit- 
ical enemies .were quickly denied. 

Authorities previously had view 
with apprehension the party leader's 
threat to use force, if necessary, to 
prevent the Venizelists from gaining 
control of the new cabinet.

A soldier having the treatment 
might develop the disease, popularly 
known as jockjaw, months or years 
later. e tetanus spores would re- 
main inactive in the body tissue and 
later, when body resistance was weak- 
ened would flare up again.

“Japan seeks—as must now be well

“Up to thé time of the World “Var 
all the great nations of the west pos- 
sessed territory in east Asia which 
they had taken from the Chinese or 
other peoples near to Japan. Those 
occidental aggressions had caused the 
Japanese to wage several minor and 
at least one major war. 

“Naturally our people want . no 
repetition of these western encroach- 
ments into their sphere of the ~ orld. 
The United States would countenance 
favorably none in any part of the 
Americas from Europe or Asia. 
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“Mr. Gochfeld said Russia is pro- 
ducing between 2,500,000 and 3,000,- 
000 bales of cotton annually and hopes 
to increase that figure to at least 
5,000,000 bales in five years.

Forewarned may be _ forearmed, 
but that does not sound a particular- 
‘ly cheerful kind of calendar which an 
Austrian doctor has compiled after 
eight years of inquiry into 
cases of seasonal ailments and _ ill- 
nesses. It is, of course, the grand aim 
of all calendars to give information; 
some tell only the date, some add such 
details as the demise of the Duke of 
Wellington or of Joan of Arc, oth- 
ers tell the gardener what he ought to 

doing on any. given day, and some 
remind the motorist about his respon- 
sibilities or give brief hints to the 
golfer who is off his game. It is the 
menacing aim of the new Austrian 
compilation to associate all the 
months and seasons with their ap- 
propriate diseases and to remind the 
citizen that January brings measles. 
March is a grand time to catch 
pneumonia; appendicitis may be look- 
ed for in May, July is a bad month 
for those with weak hearts; that the 
“common cold” season sets in with 
September, and that “digestive trou- 
bles’ are due in December, not (as 
you think) from Christmas dishes but 
because of a lack of fresh vegetables. 

The facts—at any rate for Austria 
—may be as stated, but it would be 
more fun to think of the brighter side 
of the year’s progress; that February 
brings snowdrops rather than sneezes, 
that roses come with June instead of 
rickets, and that August means holi- 
days more frequently than asthma or 
apoplexy. Perhaps the Austrian calen- 
‘dar also includes advice about what 
one should do in order to diminish 
this progressive menace of the months. 
_But at best it sounds a doleful com- 
_pilation and not to be recommended 
to those who would prefer to open a

The local nazis demanded that these 
colors should be removed and that 
the ceremony was not official, but 
private. The nazis had expressed their 
wish to take part in the unveiling 
ceremony, but the veterans of the 71st 
regiment objected. The nazis therefore 
had to march past after the ceremony 
when the veterans had gone. 

In the evening a nazi anti-Cath- 
olic inscription was found on the por- 
tal of the cathedral. One of the ec- 
clesiastical authorities thereupon had 
this inscription surmounted with an- 
other, namely: “This inscription shall 
remain here as a witness of barbarism 
to future generations.” That same 
night the following words were paint- 
ed on the statue of the former kai- 
ser: 

Lieber ein Mann von Gottes Gnaden 
Wie einer aus Berchtesgaden. 

This royalist couplet has become a 
favorite, in Germany and is often 
‘found scrawled upon walls and board- 
‘ings, usually with additions § that 
‘make it even less flattering to Hitler. 
It means: “A man by the grace of 
God is better than one from Berch- 
tesgaden.”’ (Berchtesgaden is Hitler's 
summer residence.) :

!NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 


BY PAUL MALLON. 


RALLY WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—It is customary for the President 

to recommend a legislative program at the beginning of a con- 
gressional session. A solid month passed this year before President 
Roosevelt presented a single legislative recommendation. Then it was a 
pointed suggestion that congress find a way to pay that bonus which 
it was so anxious to pass over his veto. 

No important legislation has been enacted except the bonus; none 
considered except the substitute farm program. 

The senate has not even taken the trouble to meet, except upon 
nine days during the month. The house has been meeting daily, but 
mainly to permit congressmen to make political speeches for the Record, 
so that they may be franked free to the voters back home, 

So far this has not been a session of congress, but largely a bi-partisan 


political rally—at government expense. 

BUCK-PASSING A leather medal for withdrawal of the marine band 
dais from that patriotic women’s banquet here is being 

pinned by admirals upon Assistant Navy Secretary Roosevelt. They have 

passed the word around that neither they nor Navy Secretary Swanson 

knew anything about it until the following day. 

Whether or not this is true, the navy and marine corps set a new 
fleet record for buck-passing of responsibility. Mr. Swanson told all 
inquirers to see Major General Russell, marine commandant. General 
Russell has always maintained the open-door policy at his office, but 
this time he rushed into seclusion with his aides, announcing he was too, 
too busy. Questioners were shied off to.his assistant, Major General 
Little. General Little just did not know anything about it, although 
his office was supposed to have made arrangements for the band to 
attend the banquet. : 

At last reports, the buck had been run down to the last buck pri- 
vate lin the marine corps. When interviewed, he suggested that the ma- 
rines, renowned for their discipline, must have decided they did not like 
the reflection passed upon their commander-in-chief and combusted spon- 


taneously. 

TENSION In all the ensuing row, no one thought to inquire wHat 
the marine band was doing at a private unofficial dinner 

party in the first place. In this connection, it may be notable that As- 

sistant Navy Secretary Roosevelt’s secretary was one of the leading dele- 

gates to the women’s conference. 

Also significant but unnoted was the fact that when the band folded 
its instruments and walked out, it went over to the White House to play 
for an official function. * 

And the worst of it was that the withdrawal orders not only included 
the band but prevented Captain Edward Duff, navy chaplain, from de- 
livering the invocation. 

Thus the ladies were left prayerless, speechless and without a song. 

The incident is important only as an illustration of the excruciating 
but not entirely humorless tension which has completely absorbed the 
capital city. 


OIL Here is the reason why Mussolini has suddenly become calmer 
about the threatened oil embargo: He has been able to store up 
enough oil to keep his Italian war machine going in Ethiopia for 18 
months.

More impressive was the _off-the-record decisions of the 
political experts. About 24 out of 23 top political writers privately 
expressed disappointment, not in the speech, but in Landon’s radio style. 
Accustomed to the radio personalities of Mr. Roosevelt, Al Smith, 
Senator Borah, the new Hoover, et al, the cracker-box jury was too 
surprised to return a definite verdict. They did not know whether the 
lack of a Major Bowes voice would help or hurt Landon politically. 
Some thought that any style different from the many expert ones would 
be a relief. Others thought that the voice of the Kansas Coolidge would 
be lost in the existing radio melee. ) 


ALL EARS Mr. Roosevelt’s political advisers are saying he will never 
answer Al Smith or Hoover by name, or at all, if he can 

help it. His next. speech at Temple University (February 22) will be 
purely a thank-you address for the degree. 
That does not mean Mr. Roosevelt’s hearing is bad. It was not given 
out, but he listened on the radio to Smith, Landon and Senator Robinson. 
The Robinson reply to Smith must have sounded faintly familiar to 
him, He is supposed to have had a very important hand in its prepara- 


tion.

My Dear Louise: 

‘So you have decided to have a career. Well, I have been expecting 
it, so I have a bit of advice all ready for you. ‘ 

If you were the bold and adventurous type, born with a burning 
desire to win applause or power, I should advise you to set the world 
afire, for that is precisely what you would try to do in any case, 

But since you aren’t tormented by ambition, and therefore are free 
to choose, | advise you to do nothing of the kind. 

Such advice violates all of the sacred old copybook maxims, but 
maxims are like other kinds of education. They won’t help you to be 
great unless you could be great without them. 

You have heard the one about birds of a feather flocking together. 
Well, this is true of all kinds of birds whether they are common ones 
that gather in large flocks or rare ones that gather in small flocks. 

The person who wins fame or power or wealth makes himself a rare 
bird and finds few of his kind to flock with. 

The more success he wins, the more of a specialist he becomes— 
whether his specialty is painting or money making. And the fewer his 
interests, the fewer people he finds to share them. 

It isn’t snobbishness but just the nature of us to flock with people 
who live much as we do, and for reasons of pride and economics we 
flock with those in our own “income class.’’ 

We don’t try to pick acquaintance with the great for fear of being 
snubbed, and the great don’t pick acquaintance with us for numbers of 
obvious reasons. 

So the higher you go, the fewer people you find to make friends with 
and the more you miss human companionship. 

You happen to be the kind of person who likes people and finds 
happiness in many friendships, so your only hope of7 enjoying life is 
in being an average kind of nice person that the great flock of ordinary 
nice people will recognize as one of their own kind. 

The mountain climber gets above the crowd and has the satisfaction 
of looking down on the rest of us, but it is cold up there and lonely, 
and there is little laughter and love of friends.

She had scored 
a signal success in “A Bill of Divorce- 
ment’ and “Morning Glory.” She 
made the journey back to the New 
| York boards. “The Lake” was a dis- 

appointment, and Miss Hepburn bore 
the brunt of the criticism. It was 
somewhat unfair to blame her for the 
failure of the play, and it would not 
have happened that way if she had 
not been a brilliant movie star. 
The public, for some reason, expeets 
_greater things from aé_ stage actor 
‘turned movie star than if he never 
'had emoted in front of the cameras. 
It is unreasonable, but a fact, never- 
theless. 

So if Paul Muni goes back 
Broadway to do a play, and it proves 
to be only a moderate success, the 
public is very likely to say, “He's 
much over-rated as an actor.” Peo- 
ple forget that one actor cannot make 
'a play a hit. An actor is helpless 
without material to work with. 

There’s another important reason 
why I; for one, have hesitated about 
doing a play. If the play is a. hit, 
it would take four months of good 
business to net the producer a profit. 
I would have, at the most, only six 
months between picture engagements, 
‘and it would take a minimum of six 
weeks for preparations and rehearsals.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—(@)—A 
plan for expanding foreign trade by 
releasing some $17,000,000 of Amer- 
ican credits now “frozen” in Brazil 
for lack of foreign exchange was 
shaped today at a White House con- 
ference. 

The situation which long has 
troubled commercial relations with 
Brazil was gone over by President 
Roosevelt, Secretary Hull and Jesse 
H. Jones, chairman of the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation. | 

The Federal Export-Import Bank 
was expected in official quarters to 
announce within a few days a plan 
for releasing the credits and applying 
them mostly to sales of American 
products in other countries through 
the trade ramifications by which such 
credits can be transferred from nation 
to nation. 

Under the plan, the Bank of Brazil, 
with the Brazilian government’ ap- 
proval, is pledged to pay all American 
claims of less than $25,000 in cash 
and has earmarked $2,250,000 for that 
purpose. : 

American creditors for amounts ex- 
ceeding $25,000 would be issued bonds 
payable in 4 1-2 years. Manufacturers 
and exporters receiving these could 
take them to the Export Bank for 
discount with the understanding that 
the funds would finance credit trans- 
actions in other countries. | 

Negotiations involving the Export- 
Import Bank, the Bank of Brazil, 
Brazilian government, and the foreign 
trade council seeking ways and means 
of liquidating the “frozen” exchange 
in the South American nation have 
been in progress since last November.

COLLEGE CRITICS HIT 
BY MERGER FEACHER 


Work and Purposes of Uni- 
versities Outlined at Ma- 
con Session. 


MACON, Ga., Jan. 31.—(4)—De- 
claring “we are endeavoring to run 
a 20th century social and economic 
setup with 18th century political phi- 
losophy,” Dean John B. Clark, of Mer- 
cer University, lashed critics of col- 
lege teachings tonight before the As- 
sociation of Georgia Colleges. 

“Teachers are today swung on the 
rack,” Dean Clark, president of the 
association, said. 

“Educational methods and. policies 
are virtually dictated by these sub- 
versive, loyalty-legislating groups. Su- 
per-patriots who claim to support ed- 
ucation protest loudly against open- 
mindedness in the classroom, a pro- 
testation reflected most notably in the 
social sciences. 

“The social scientist is the man of 
the hour but his teachings are_ being 
attacked as communistic and destruc- 
tive.” 

He mentioned current attacks cen- 
tered around the teaching from Dar- 
win’s “Origin of the Species,” but said 
“thanks to a heightened social men- 
tality, this fight has waned.” 

Educators from 19 Georgia colleges 
attended the sessions which last 
through tomorrow. 

“A major problem of today,” he 
said, “is—can man control the re- 
sults of the ‘machines he invented? 
Is man to be a master of the crea- 
tion of his genius, or will it be a 
Frankenstein monster to slay its own 
creator ? , 

“We talk of overproduction in every 
basic commodity, yet carry 25 per cent 
of our population on relief rolls.” 

He outlined the many problems fac- 
ing education and called on the Geor- 
gia association to meet them. 

“The destiny of three million Geor- 
gians and their progeny rest upon our 
shoulders,” he said. “If we bind and 
gag our professors a la Russia or Ger-

BIG SAVING PROGRAM 


Elimination of $17,263,689 
of Preferred Dividend Ac- 
cumulations Sought. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 31.—(4)-—A 
sweeping plan for the rearrangement 
of the capital structure and the elimi- 
nation of $17,263,689 of preferred 
dividend accumulations was unani- 
mously approved today by directors 
of Radio Corporation of America. 

In expressing approval of the plan 
and offering it for stockholders’ ac- 
tion at a meeting April 7, directors of 
the communications giant were follow- 
ing sugzestions prepared at their re- 
quest by Joseph P. Kennedy, former 
head of the Securities & Exchange 
Commission. 

The plan recommended by directors 
completely eliminates the 495,597 
shares of 7 per cent “A” preferred 
stock now outstanding by paying hold- 
ers $55 per share in cash. 

At the same time it provides for 
creation of a new $3.50 convertible 
preferred stock to be given to present 
holders of the Class “B” preferred in 
partial return for the more than $17,- 
000,000 of unpaid accumulated divi- 
dends which have piled up on that 
issue since 1932. 

' Swap Is Urged. 

Owners of the “B” preferred will 
be asked to turn in each share of 
their holdings of 1 1-5 shares of the 
new $3.50 stock and 1 share of com- 
mon stock to be given them as goon 
as the plan is operative. 

Holders may later increase their 
interest in the common stock by six 
additional shares for each share they 
now own of the present “B” prefer- 
red issue. 

This may be accomplished through 
exercise of the conversion privilege 
attached to the new $3.50 preferred, 
each share of which will be converti- 
ble for a period of five years into 
five shares of common stock, or into 
six shares for each 1 1-5 shares re 
ceived for one “‘B” preferred share. 

To Get Bank Loans. 

The cash necessary to pay off the 
present “A” preferred, approximately 
$27,000,000, will be secured by obtain- 
ing bank loans of $10.000,000 at 2 1-2 
per cent interest and by utilizing $17,- 
000.000 of RCA treasury cash. 

Cash and marketable securities re- 
maining in the treasury after the op- 
eration is estimated at $16,213,105. 

In connection with announcement 
of the plan, David Sarnoff, president 
of the corporation, estimated that 19385 
net income, to be reported shortly, 
would amount to $5.100,000 compared 
with $4,249,864 in 1934. 

The plan is calculated to.effect an 
annual net saving in charges ahead of 
the common stock of $2,098,400, as- 
suming that all the preferred ‘“B” 
stock is turned in under the offer. 

The corporation. intends to begin 
dividend payments on the new $3.50 
preferred stock provided stockholders 
approve the recapitalization at the 
April 7 meeting.

CHAMBERS.

Raw or cooked meats, less demand- 
ed meat cuts, meat sundries and even 
the more common cuts such as pork 
chops, one and all, respond hereically 
to casserole cookery. ‘Every woman 
finds a meed for a time and energy 
saving a meal at least once a week. 
Perhaps it is on wash day that she 
Wants her whole meal-in-one dish or 
maybe it is the day she plays bridge. 
At any rate this type of meal fills 
one of the needs of the busy home- 
maker. 

When raw meat is used in a cas- 
serole dish, the moist method of meat 
cookery is employed. The meat is 
browned on a surface burner, then 
combined with the other ingredients 
and put into a casserole which is cov- 
ered and placed in a moderate oven. 
In this manner the meat is allowed to 
coé6k at a low temperature, in the 
presence of moisture for a long length 
of time. Even the least tender cuts 
of meat may be cooked this way to 
be most tempting and tender products. 
Thus you see casserole cookery saves 
more than time and energy for it 
shows you a way to prepare some of 
the less demanded cuts of meat which 
will make an economy in dollars and 
cents possible. 

To Use Leftovers. 


There is no end to the number of 
casserole dishes in which you can use 
leftover meats. You can use leftover 
gravy for the moisture or, if there is 
none, a medium or thick white sauce 
will do just as well. You may com- 
bine these ‘¢two ingredients with maca- 
roni, spaghetti, noodles, potatoes, or if 
you like you may combine them with 
simply an assortment of vegetables. 
Each time you prepare such a cas- 
serole it will seem different, for you 
will probably have different leftovers 
which can be combined to an advan- 
tage. 

Casserole dishes need not be meal- 
in-one dishes necessarily, for the meat

For most of us independence 
is & mirage in the desert of life 
into which we can occasionally 
wish-think ourselves and that’s all.

A law-abiding eitizen passes a police- 
man on the street; either he is un- 
aware of the policeman’s proximity or 
he sees him and nods a greeting. It 
is a different matter with the petty 
thief. There is no possibility of hig 
failing to note the policeman. He al- 
ways sees the “law” and he takes care 
that the “law” doesn’t see him. He 
will run a mile to avoid the colli- 
sion. The man who pays his bills goes 
about his business in peace and com- 
fort. He isn’t afraid to meet anybody 
in commercial or social life while the 
man willfully in debt spends his days 
ducking and dodging. Creditors are a 
menace, he won’t meet ‘hem if he 
can sidestep them. Every time we 
slip off the straight path we relin- 
quish a bit of our independence .« ad 
if we slip habitually we soon have 
none left. It is one of the inescapable 
rules of life. 


Don't kid yourself, reader about 
your independence. You have none 
to speak of. Even though you have 
made your pile and salted it away, 
you are not free to spend it with- 
out considering others. If you earn 
your living in business or profes- 
sion you must include customers, 
clients, patients and associates in 
your calculations. If you love any- 
body and anybody loves you, you 
have lost your freedom.

The Houston firm, the report said, 
sold futyres. of from 178 to 273 per 
cent of ‘their total spot purchases, 
while the Philadelphia company’s fu- 
tures sales were from 185 to 344 per 
cent of its total spot purchases, 

Break Not Premeditated. 

The report, embodying results of 
nine months of investigation to de- 
termine causes of the break in cot- 
ton on March 11, 1935, said no evi-| 
dence was found that the break was 
“premeditated” by any individual or 
group to “raid the market.” 

One instance was wncoyered, how- 
the report said, where ‘ ‘a very 


ed line of marginal credit had been 
extended by a New York Cotton Ex- 
change firm, sold on that day 12,500 
bales,” of ‘which 9,500 represented 
short sales. 

“It would saiale be reasonable to 
say that these sales were the direct 
cause of the break,” the report de- 
elared, “but they unquestionably had 
their effect upon the\market and such 
sales most probably would not have 
occurred but for the extension of such 


credit.” 
Abuses Uncovered. 

Wyllie, noting that the findings 
and recommendations were  prelimi- 
nary and subject to modifications, 
said futures markets abuses uncov- 
ered by the investigato resulted 
from: 

“1, The large volume of operations 
carried on by a relatively small num- 
ber of firms in the spot and futures 
markets. 

“92 The form of contract and prac- 
tices on the American futures mar- 
kets which enable large spot mer- 
chants to use such markets for other 
than their normal merchandising op- 
erations.’ 

Any corrective measures that may 
be adopted, the report said, should 
be directed to limitation of the po- 
sition which anyone interested may 
maintain, either directly or indirect- 
ly, in the futures markets, and to 
contract and practices of the mar. 
kets. 

Crop estimates by the government 
also were said to have an important 
effect upon the market by bringing 
about “price movements on the fu- 
tures exchanges whieh are frequently 
unjustifiable and which would not 
occur but for such crop estimates.” 

Wyllie said about 50 witnesses 
would be asked to testify in the hear- 
in 
eipathens of the cotton futures 
exchanges will be opened up and laid 
on the table so the public will know 
how they work,” he said. 

Spot Purchases. 

With regard to the futures sales of 
Anderson, “Clayton & Co. and George 
H. McF adden & Bros., the report said 
that “‘such percentages of future sales 
to spot purchases are greatly in excess 
of the percentage of futures to spots 
handled by other spot firms in con- 
nection with their cotton merchandis- 
ing operations.” 

at would appear therefore,’ the re- 
port added, “that these two spot firms 
have been using the futures markets, 
to an extent greatly in excess of that 
required to properly carry on their 
spot merchandising operations. 

“Tt would further appear that in 60 
far as these two firms have been using 
the futures markets in excess of their 
price- insuring requirements in connec- 
tion with their spot transactions, they 
have been using it for the purpose of 
controlling or influencing the _ price 
movements on such markets or the 
differences in prices between such 
markets or the delivery month on the 
same month.” 

After noting the two firms con- 
ducted their business in accordance 
with the law “and with possibly 
some few technical exceptions in ac- 
cordance with rules of futures ex- 
changes,” the report said: 

“These rules, however, lend them- 
selyes to the operations carried on by 
these two firms.”
